& special watchman is employed at a 
liberal salary, during its councils, to 
protect the alley, around the entrance, 
to prevent interference and give warn- 
ing of the approach of special police- 
men. The temple is a three-story, plain 
structure, with iron balconies in front 
and rear, painted in gaudy colors and 
ornamented with various heathen de- 
vices. It is a monument of barbarious 
splendor and art. The ground floor is 
let as stores. The assembly chamber 
is situated in the second story, where 
are also an office, kitchen and a bed- 
room, The upper story is used for the 
temple proper, or sanctuary, and con- 
tains the Chinese Joss, together with 
numerous symbols of the Pagan rites. 
It has also a small ante room wherein 
the applicant for membership is re- 
quired to pass the night of his novitittte 
alone and in silent communion with his 
Joss. The safe of the society is kept 
in the office adjoining the grand 
COUNCIL CHAMBER, 
and in its way is a veritable curiosity. 
Within it are stored all the valuables, 
documents and money of Chee Kung 
Tong and the door is carefully secured 
by no less than six separate padlocks, 
the keys to which are entrusted to the 
keeping of the president, the business 
and four of the twelve direc- 
tors, the obvious object being, by al- 
lowing only one key to be kept by each 
of the officials, to lessen the chances of 
any possible larceny which by this in- 
enious device could only be conven- 
ently consummated by collusion of the 
six custodians of the keys. Whenever 
a crime is committed by one of the 
Chimese the society holds court in its 
bly chamber and with closed 
tries the case. Its decisions are 
arbitrary and admit of no appeal. The 
court, which is usually presided over 
by Yet Song, who acts as judge, sits 
with a jury of twelve of the oldest and 
wisest members of the society and is

The society is bound to protect them 
with or without reward, thus tacitly 
sanctioning and offering a premium to 
crime. In some instances it has also 
been known to issue written agreements 
to some of its members offering $1,000 
reward for the assasgination of Chinese 
who had incurred its Gispleasure. Any 
refusal on the part of the members of 
Chee Kung Tong to comply implicitly 
with its commands, is severely pun- 
ished; and any betrayal of its secrets is 
very apt to be met with death. About 
a year ago several men were 


KILLED IN CHINATOWN, 


And it was presumed, since nothing 
could be ascertained of the authors of 
the murder, that they were attributable 
to the agency of Chee Kung Tong. In 
fact it is usually the case that the ma- 
jority of all the Chinese felonies and 
crimes which are so mysteriously com- 
mitted from time to time in this city, 
are secrets to the society. 

The Board of Directors of Chee Kung 
Tong is composed of the members of 
the following families: Wong family, 
three Directors; Gee family, three; Lee 
family, three; Ung family, one; Ham 
family, one and Mah family one. The 
society is in the habit of sending its in- 
spectors to the interior, who visit the 
various subordinate lodges and solicit 
subscriptions. In its temple in San 
Francisco the Chinese are accustomed 
to repair for the purpose of 


BURNING INCENSE, 


Having their chickens blessed and by 
making burnt offerings to Joss, secur- 
ing, as they believe, immunity from 
their crimes. Chee Kung Tong has a 
total membership of some 3,000 and a 
large, but unknown, cash capital. It in- 
cludes within its ranks nearly all the 
Chinese criminals and highbinders, to- 
gether with a minority of a more re- 
putable class of merchants and business 
men, who have joined it through fear 
Mg compulsion, and are afraid to leave 


Tonk Kung Tong, whose temple was 
formerly on Washington street, oppos- 
ite Brenhan place, but is now located 
on Waverly place, in the rear of Chee 
ey | Tong, has about 2,000 members, 
and is patronized by a somewhat better 
class of Chinese. It is not so bad as 
Chee Kung Tong; but is bad enough, 
and is likewise perverted in its prin- 
ciples. For some time past these socie- 
ties, especially Chee Kung Tong, have 
been under the close surveillance of the 
detective police, and it is hoped that 
energetic measures will soon be taken 
for the eradication of this evil through- 
out the State.

Facts, in Regard to the 
time ShipjUanal of 
Nicarangua 


Yesterday afternoon at four o’clock 
the Chamber of Commerce met at 
‘Union Hall for the purpose of consider- 
ing the advisability of preparing a 
memorial asking Congress for an appro- 
priation for the building of the mari- 
time canal of Nicaraugua. J. de Barth 
Shorb presided and R. 8. Lynch acted 
as Secretary pro tem. Mr. Shorb stated 
the object of the meeting in a few brief 
remarks. 

J. E. Hollenbeck was called on for a 
speech, as he had lived on the Isthmus 
for over twenty-five years. He said: 

ONE WHO KNOWS. 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
Chamber of Commerce :—The object of 
this meeting is to consider if it is expe- 
dient for your honorable body to use its 
influence to encourage the incorpora- 
tion of the Maritime Canal of Nicarau- 


gua. 

Mr. President, I am convinced that 
there is no enterprise before our people 
that would prove of such incalculable 
benefit as the opening of a maritime 
canal, It gives us cheap transporta- 
tion from our own doors. It is the 
opening of a water route to the ports of 
the Atlantic States and Europe, availa- 
ble for all our merchants and producers, 
the same as you find to-day exists be- 
tween our Atlantic ports. In a word, it 
would be a coasting voyage. 

The practicability of this canal is not 
questioned, and I do not think it neces- 
sary to dwell on the relative merits of 
the different proposed routes, or on the 
importance of it to our community. 
San Francisco, Sacramento, San Jose
